By Associated Press to The Run 
N EW YORK, Oct. 8.—The comments 
on the subject of the increasing decline 
In British trade occasioned by A m eri­ 
can competition, has attracted the a t ­

of Robert Barret 
Fithian of 
Nottingham , England, 
a 
commercial 
lawyer and m ember of the British bar. 
Mr. F ithian is in this city, after spend­ 
ing several weeks in C anada investi­ 
gating trade conditions 
and studying 
various economic problems. 
He will 
remain in this country for some time 
on a like mission. 
As to G reat Britain 
losing her commercial supremacy, Mr. 
Fithian said; 
“The total of British exports and im ­ 
ports dur ing the past year 
is 
the 
greatest volume of business ever tra n s ­ 
acted by any countr y In the world and 
am ounts to nearly $80,000,000 increase 
ova' the preceding year, 
which 
more even than that 
of 
the United 
States, whose prosperity is the marvel 
of us all. 
I admit that so far as the 
United Kingdom is concerned the in ­ 
crease is due mainly to imports, a large 
proportion of which is 
composed 
of 
food stuffs. 
This is the only thing 
that gives Great. Britain cause for a n ­ 
xiety, for each year she is becoming 
more depend- nt upon the foreigner for 
her food supply, but her colonies are 
amply able to provide her with pro­ 
visions for her increasing population 
for the increased cost only of tra n s ­ 
portation.”

I adm it that so far as the 
United Kingdom is concerned the in ­ 
crease is due m ainly to imports, a large 
proportion of which is 
composed 
of 
food stuffs. 
This is the only thing 
th a t gives G reat Britain cause for a n ­ 
xiety, for each year she is becoming 
more dependent upon the foreigner for 
her food supply, but her colonies are 
am ply able to provide her with pro­ 
visions for her increasing population 
for the increased cost only of tra n s ­ 
portation.”
